Recently I have been furnished 


with some specific figures on this 
subject of the cost of government 


by the Bureau of the Census. I 
am not proposing to impose upon 
your patience with an elaborate 
presentation of figures, but I want 
to suggest a few that will point 
my observations about the enor- 
mously increased cost of govern- 
ment everywhere. 
of State governments. I am in- 
formed that the revenues of the 
States ir 1913 aggregated $368,- 
000,000 and that in 1921 they had 
inereased to $959,000,000; that is, 
they had increased 161 per cent, 
and every dollar of that increase 


had to come in some way or other 


from the public. The expenditures 
of the States in 1913 aggregated 
$383,000,000, and in 1921 they were 
$1,006,000,000; an increase of 163 
per cent. ' The indebtedness of the 
States in 1913 amounted to $423,- 
000,000, and in 1921 to $1,012,000,- 
000; an increase of 139 per cent. 

Turn now to the cost of city 

vernment. The Census Bureau 
as compiled data on the govern- 
mente of 227 of the large cities. 
It is shown that these cities in 
1913 collected $890,000,000, in all 
revenues, and‘in 1921 they collect- 
ed $1,567,000,000; that is, they 
were compelied to take 76 per cent 
more in taxes in 1921 than they 
had taken in 1913. The same 
group of cities expended in 1913, 
$1,010,000,000, and in 1921, 
$1,.726,000,000—an increase of 71 
per cent. The total debt of this 
group of cities in 1913 was $2,901,- 
600,000, which by 1921 had risen 
to $4,334,000,000—an increase of 
49 per cent.

The figures of both the Treasury 
and the Census Bureau. in short, 
make it perfectly plain that where- 
as the cost of the Federal govern- 
ment is being steadily reduced, the 
cost of State and Jjocal govern- 
ments is being just aa steadily in- 
creased year by year. In nearly 
all of the States the cost of State 
and local governments increased 
from 1919 to 1922. The Treasury 
made up statistics on this point for 
one group of ten States——Arizona, 
Connecticut, Michigan, Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, Qhio, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Washington and 
Wisconsin. For this representa- 
tive group if is shown that while 
Federal taxes paid by these ten 
States declined from over $1,000,- 
609,000 in 1920 to $650,000,000 In 
1922, their State and local taxes 
rose from $728,000,000 to $965,- 
000,000 in the same period. In 
another tabulation, covering twen- 
ty-eight States, which was the en- 
tire number for which the statis- 
tics were available, it was shown 
that from 1919 to 1921 there were 
increases in local taxes in twenty- 
three States and reductions in only 
five. In spite of the enormous bur- 
den of paying for the war and pay- 
ing interest on the war. debt, State 
and local taxes in 1922 represented 
£0 ner cent of all taxes paid.

When the British 
and American governments united 
in this pledge that their obliga- 
tions would be met to the last 
shilling and the last dollar, there 
was renewed financial confidence 
in the world. I undertake to say 
that no event since the conciusion 
of hostilities has contributed so 
much to putting the world back 
on its way to stabilization, to 
confidence in its governmenta, and 
to the established conviction that 
our social institutions are yet se- 
cure. 

No consideration of public 
finances can omit the fact that 
the single item of ‘interest on the 
public debt exceeds $1,000,000,000 
annually. For the fiscal year 1923, 
this item will be $1,100,000,000. 
Beyond this, we will reduce the 
public debt this year by $330,- 
000,000, and next vear by approxt- 
mately $500,000,000. That is, over 
35 per cent of the national reve- 
nue will this year go to paying 
interest or extinguishing the prin- 
cipal of the public debt. 

I have not been able to gather 
conclusive statistics ag to the ac- 
complishments of States, cities and 
counties, to compare with this 
showing of the Federal govern- 
ment. But with some general know- 
ledge of the fiscal positions of 


TAX COMPARISON 


Let me present another aspect 
of the same matter. We hear much 
about the grievous burden of the 
income tax, and everyone of us 
who pays it is able fully to sym- 
pathize with everyone else who 
pays it. But it is fair to consider 
what our income taxes would be if 
we lived in some of the other debt- 
burdened countries of the world. 
A married citizen of the United 
States, with two children and an 
income of $5000, paid $68 tax on 
that income in 1922. If he had 
deen a citizen of Canada he would 
have paid $156. If the German tax 
rate had been applied to his in- 
come, it would have cost him $292. 
If he had been a Frenchman the 
French rate would have required 
him to pay $96, and if he had been 
a British citizen, instead of giving 
up the $68 which he paid to Uncle 
Sam, he would have drawn his 
check for $320.76. The same man, 
with an income of $10,000, would 
have paid $456 income tax in the 
United States and $1128.32 In En- 
giand.

And on the other side, none 
is more certain to contribute to 
security and happiness, than the 
habit of thrift, of saving of careful 
Inanagement in all business con- 
cerns, of balanced budgets and liv- 
ing within incomes. If I could 
urge upon the American people 
a single rule applicable to every 
one of them as individuals, and 
to every political or corporate unit 
among them, it would b6 to learn 
to spend somewhat less than your 
income all the time.

I sent for the department head, 
and he was still insistent in his 
opposition to the reduced estimate.

This brings me to a brief refer- 
ence to what has proven so helpful 
to the Federal government in 
effecting the approach to the ex- 


the first time in our history we 
have the national budget, under 
which there is an effective scrutiny 
of estimates for public expenditure. 
More, we have ci-ordinated gov- 
ernment activities in making the 
expenditures which Congress au- 
thorizes. 

It seems now unbelievable that 
we should have been willing to go 
for a century and a third without 
this helpful agency of business ad- 
ministration. But we did, and only 
now have we come to an appraisal 
of the cost of this great neglect. 

It has been no easy task to 
establish the budget and make sure 
of its acceptance. Out of long- 
time practices the varied and many 
government departments felt them- 
selves independent institutions, in- 
stead of factors in the great ma- 
chinery of government administra- 
tion. They often got all they could 
from Congress, and made it a point 
to expend all they got. 

Under the budget plan we were 
able to reverse ‘the policy and 
awaken a spirit of'economy and ef- 
ficiency in the public service. We 
not only insisted that requests for 
appropriations should stand the 
minutest inquiry, but after reduced 
appropriations were granted we in- 
sisted on expending less than the 


posal to diminish government ac- 
tivities required by law or de- 
manded by public need, but there 
was first the commitment to ef- 
ficiency and then commendable 
strife. for economy. 


APPLIED BUSINESS 


We effaced the inexcusable and 
very costly impression that gov- 
ernmernt departments must expend 
all their appropriations, that no 
available cash should return to the 
treasury. And we sought to in- 
spire as wellasexact in the prac- 
tices of economy.

HISTORY: The Placentia Orange Growers’ Association, composed at the present time of 262 

members who own an aggregate of 4168 acres of highly developed orange orchards surrounding the cities 

- of Placentia and Fullerton, was first organized in 1896 and has been successfully operated since that time.

Bernard M. Baruch Initiates 
New Movement 


Armour Interests 
Willingness to Aid

CHICAGO June 36.—Whlile 
farmers, politicians and indus- 
trialista were debating night and 
Gay over the form of a set of 
resolutions that proved to be the 


net achievement of the National 
wheat conference, practical men 
were planning a great work in be- 
haif of the American farmer. 

It hag been announced that the 
Armour Grain Co., will act as the 
agent of the United States Grain 
Growers, Inc., in the marketing of 
the grain controlled by that asso- 
ciation. No such arrangement has 
been made but plans are in the 
making for a much bigger thing 
in behalf of the grain grower. 

Bernard M. Baruch, who was at 
one time a member of a committee 
of three. business men invited to 
help the United States Grain Grow- 
ers, Inc., out of difficulties born of 
internal dissension, has evolved a 
plan whereby practically all of the 
great milling, elevater and cash 
grain interests of the country are 
expected to associate in giving co- 
operative grain marketing a real 


test, to save the farmer from the 
inefficiencies and disabilities of 
those whe up to this time have had 
executive control of the major co- 
operative associations. 

The name of the Armour Grain 
Co.,. Was brought into first reports 
because George E. Marcy, presi- 
dent of that company, and J. 
Ogden Armour, a_i stockholder. 
were among the first consulted by 
Mr. Baruch in working out his 
plan. The matter was tentatively 
discussed in New York before Mr. 
Armour sailed for Europe last 
Saturday and Armour _ interests 
have agreed to co-operate with 
other concerns in similar position 
with relation to the trade, in giving 
the farmer workable machinery 
for disposing of the huge bulk of 
grain that will be delivered to co- 
operative associations this * fall. 
Many other important grain in- 
terests have agreed also to help 
and Mr. Baruch has been commis- 
sioned to work out the details of a 
plan wheréby co-operation will be 
possible. 


MARKET FACILITIES 
The movement was not initiated 


by the United States Grain Grow- 
ers Inc. In fact, its officials are 


theless it contemplates offering 
adequate market facilities to the 
125,000,000 bushels of grain that 


will be delivered to that mutwval 
association this fall by 63,000 
members. It plans to offer the 


same facilities to other co-opere- 
tive marketing associations which 
flack elevators, sales machinery and 
executive personnel to solve the 
problem. 

The plan this far is Mr. Baruch’s 
alone. “Barney" Baruch is a man 
exceedingly wealthy who is devoted 
to the promotion of the welfare 
of the farmer as a hobby, much 
as other men might endow educa- 
tional institutions or build hospit- 
als. He was foremost among the 
business men and economists who 
went to the aid of the farmer when 
he was demanding new credit 
machine and additional credit 
legisiati He has been active 
in uraging and organizing 
farm bvreaus and mutual associa- 
tions. He is an economist of ex- 
ceptional ability and has financed 
numerous surveys by competent 
engineers seeking the answer to the 
farm problem... 

It is his belief that if the im- 
portant factors in the cash grain 
trade will fully co-operate with 
farm institutions the glut of wheat 
offered immediately after harvest 
time can be stored, financed and 
fed into the market to the best ad- 
vantage of the farmer. It is his 
belief that such a pian will absorb 
the present surplus of wheat 
whether it be 100,000,000 bushels 
as estimated by crop experts, or 
173,000,000 bushels as announced 
by the wheat conference, that the 
present price of wheat can be 
materially improved and the pur- 
chasing of the farm dollar 
advanc somewhat nearer the 
normal. 

The United States Grain Growers, 
Inc., has been in more or less dis- 
tress since its organization. At, 
one time late last year, Mr. Baruch, 
Alexander Legge, President of the 
International Harvester Corpora- 
tion. and F. O. Wetmore, President 
of the First National Bank, were 
selected as an advisory committee 
to study the plan.and structure of 
the association and suggest ways 
and means of making it practic- 
able. They held several meetings 
and gave some advice and then 
heard nothing further from the 
association. They have been rest- 
ing in statu quo since without any 
contract with the association or 
any information as to whether they 
are etill an advisory board or have 
been dismissed. 

Despite this, Mr. Baruch persists. 
It is his point of view that having 
largely legislated the Board of 
Trade out of business and having 
determined by the color of our 
kegislative acts that co-operate 
marketing is expected to supplant 
the old system, we should do every- 
thing possible to give co-operation 
a fair test and to give the farmers 
every opportunity to help them- 
selves.

TAKE LIQUOR 
FROM SHIPS 
IN NEW YORK 
Liners Defying Dry Law 
Are Boarded by Officers 
on Reaching Port 


[BY A. P, NIGHT WIRB] 

NEW YORK, June 26.—-The 
French liner Paris and the White 
Star liner Cedrio, the third and 
fourth vessels to defy American dry 
laws by bringing liquor into New 
York under government seals, to- 
day lost their excess beer, wine an® 
liquor when customs officials un- 
der Deputy Surveyor Curran went 
aboard and seized all but medi- 
cinal supplies.

Syndicate Plans to Erect 
Six-Story Hotel 


New Stores to Cover Part of 


‘The sale of two prominent cor- 
ners east of Main street, involving 
a total investment of approxi- 
mately $230,000, was announced 
yesterday by W. B. Merwin, real- 
tor and head of W. B. Merwin & 
Co, The southwest corner of Sev- 
enth and San Pedro streets has 
been sold by the Burkhard Invest- 
ment Company to H. W. Hawke 
for a total consideration of $130,- 
000. 


The corner, now unimproved, 
has a frontage of 150 feet on Sev- 
enth street, with a depth of 110 
feet. on San Pedro street. Mr. 
Hawke, the new owner, plans the 
erection immediately of an attrac- 
tive one-story building on part of 
the corner. The structure will 
cover all of the Seventh-street 
frontage, but about sixty feet of 
the San Pedro-street frontage will 
be left unimproved for the time 
being. Plans are being prepared 
by Architect E. C. Thorne.

POSTAL PLANES 


Landing Near Postoffice is 
Considered 


Chamber of Commerce 


Proposition 
Interest. is Stimulated 1 by

City officials will be asked to co- 
vperate with the Chamber of Com- 
merce in securing an airplane 
landing-field close to the postoffice 
for the purpose of establishing 
regular mail service by air, ac- 
cording to Frank Wiggins, secre- 
tary of the chamber. This is one 
of the first moves which has re- 
sulted from the visit of John L. 
Bartlett, First Assistant Postmas- 


ter-G l, to Los Angeles and 
his add at the California Club 
last Saturda | 


Much interest in aerial mail for 
Los Angeles has been current re- 
cently, according to chamber offi- 
cials, and because of thts ifs said 


to be responsible for the activity 
of the local organization. 


INVESTIGATES SUBJECT 


Dr. Ford A. Carpenter, head of 
the Chamber of Comuinerce depart- 
‘ment of aeronautics and meteor- 
ology, is making an investigation 
of the subject for the local body. 
preliminary report on a brief 
survey of the. situation has been 
made by Dr. Carpenter’ and it is 
expected that he will make addi- 
tional investigation in the near fu- 
ture when he visits Washington 
and takes the matter up with 
postoffice officials. 

It has been considered advisable 
to get a landing-field close to the 
postoffice, and for this purpose the 
Federal and city officialy @Tll be 
asked to co-operate. A pamphiet 
prepared by Dr. Carpenter for the 
chamber on the subject of land- 
ing-flields in the vicinity of Los An- 
geles shows that the nearest fields 
are six miles from the center of 
the business district. Rogers Air- 
port is six miles from the city; 
the Kinner Airport is eight miles 
southeast; the Glendale Municipal 
Airport is six miles north, and 
Clover Field, the army terminal, 
is twelve miles south. It is con- 
tended that the mail terminal 
should be closer to the center of 
the city than any of these and be- 
cause of this the investigation is 
being made. The Rogers Airport 
is said by Dr. Carpenter to be tém- 
porary to a certain extent and not 
permanently available for large 
airplanes. 

IN EXPERIMENT STAGE 

Mr. Bartlett had the following to 
say about the possibilities of de- 
livering mail by airplane when he 
spoke here: 

“The aerial mail is frankly an 
experiment; if carries no direct 
mall; it is a pick-up proposition. 
If it proves satisfactory and the 
management its as satisfactory in 
the matter of performance as in 
the past, and if night flying can be 
accomplished without loss of life 
or extraordinary expense, it will 
be possible to put on a thirty- 
eight-hour mall service between 
San Francisco and New York ang 
return. The mail charge will prob- 
ably be 15, 25 and 25 cents an 
ounce. 

“Frankly, the Postoffice Depart- 
ment hag no intention of continn- 
ing the aerial mail as a govern- 
ment service; that is, such as the 
air service of the Army or Navy, 
but will let the contracts the same 
as is done by other means of 
transportation. 

It is expected that Los Angeles 
will be served by a bifurcated 
route at Salt Lake in case the 
aerial mail is found to be feasible 
and practicable.”

“In killing Edward Frohn and 
Melvin Bayles, two  ex-convicts 
and bandits, who were caught with 
the loot from several burglaries 
in their possession, Sergt. Bethel 
broke up a bandit gi@g which un- 
doubtedly had been regpensible for 
mony crimes of violence in 
city. 

“It is called to the attention of 
all officers that Sergt. Bethel’s ex- 
cellent memory and splendid alert- 
ness enabled him to identify the 
automobile in which the two 
burglars were riding. Although it 
Was a case of twe to one and he 
knew the men to be desperate, this 
officer did not hesitate te make 
the arrest and bring the prisoners 
to the Pelice Station. 

“The thanks of the entire police 
department are offered herewith 
to Manuel Gainsboro, a drug clerk, 
employed at West First street and 
Grand avenue, who rushed te the 
assistance of Sergt. Bethel and at- 
tempted to gain control of the 
automobile which was running wild 
after Sergt. Bethel had killed the 
two pene, one of them having 
been at the steering wheel.”

Avenue 50, positi\ ely identified Fred 
Baynes, one of the dead bandits, as 
one of a trio whe held him up in 
his store and robbed him of $80 on 
May 18, last. 

The grocer viewed the bodies 
last night at the undertaking par- 
lor of Booth & Boylson after he 
told Detective Lieutenant George 
Smith he might be able to identify 
them.

The whole coun- 
try is held back by lack of transportation 
facilities. 

No President ever undertook a tour of 
inspection that promised to be so rich in 
results. It is well known in Washington 
that President Harding has long held the 
development of Alaska to be one of the 
nation’s first problems. That he will thor- 
oughly inform himself on what that great 
country needs and will get the best advice 
obtainable as to how to adjust its problems 
nobody who knows President Harding will 
doubt for a moment. : | 


CTICAD EDUCATION : 

Dr. Glen Levin Swiggett, head of the 
Commercial Education Bureau of the De- 
partment of the Interior, has just issued a 
series of reports on the increasing inter- 
est of college students in education of the 
practical type. 

This report shows that during the last 
year close to 80,000 students in the colleges 
and universities of United States took 
courses in foreign 6, banking, business 
management, secretarial work and indus- 
trial engineering. This magks an increase 
of almost 50 per cent ovér the number 
taking such courses during the preceding 
scholastic year. 

The report is of special significance to 
this section because it shows that Califor- 
nia far outstripped all other States in the 


Furthermore, the educational institutions in 
the Los Angeles territory led both the State 
and the nation in the percentage of stu- 
dents taking such work. 

One highly significant development has 
been the steady growth in the number of 
college students in Los Angeles who are 
specializing in foreign trade and banking. 

Evidently the young people of the com- 
munity are catching the vision of that gi- 
gantic trade with the Orient which is des- 
tined to make Los Angeles one of the domi- 
nant ports of the world—and are eager to 
play an important part in that industrial 
renaissance which is even flow at hand 
for those nations looking out upon the Pa- 
cific.

So-called exciting books are those easy 
to read at top speed; so-called dry books 
are those hard to read and calling for close 
attention. 

It is important not to confound dry books 
with dull books. A dull book may be tem- 
porarily a best-seller. It may excite for the 
limited time it enjoys a brief popularity. 
It may even appear on the screen. But be- 
ing so easy to read, it is just as easily for- 
gottén. 

Dry books are not dull books. They are 

more than dull, they are profound. In many 
cases they are immortal. Strange to say, 
reading exciting books seems to hasten 
their decline while refusing to read dry 
books insures their longevity. The satire 
seems to be on the pepful present genera- 
tion. 
« Of course, the vogue of the exciting book 
prevents the writing of more dry books; 
this abstention, no doubt, adds to the value 
of the dry books already too well estab- 
lished to be killed by the neglect of a sin- 
gle generation. True book-lovers care noth- 
ing for literature that is’ merely skimmed 
over for light conversational use at socia) 
functions. 

Many of these exciting books are like ex- 
citing screen pictures. You can come in 
at the middle of such a picture and see the 


‘last part first and yet enjoy the first halt 


after you've seen the supposed climax of 
the story. But no normal human could see 


that whole picture over again a second time 


and retain his sanity. 

The dry book took long to write; it takes 
long to read; and it will be longer before 
it is forgotten. But when the struggle of 
reading it is over, oh, how well worth while 
is the cool, clear light it leaves behind!

The city’s lease on the present 
library quarters in the Metrop 
itan Building at Fifth street ad 
Broadway expires on May 31 nex 
Cariton M. Winslow, associate ar- 
chitect with Mr. Goodhue, who was 
present at yesterday’s conference 
declared that eighteen months will 
be reqGired to construct the new 
building, once the plans have been 
approved by the art commiagion. 

A period of eighteen months will 
carry the construction work beyond 
May 31 next, when the present 
library lease expires, so that it 
looked yesterday as even with the 
most hearty co-operation between 
the two boards and speed on the 
part of the architect in preparing 
new plans, it will be necessary to 
occupy the present library quar- 
ters on a monthly rental basis for 
several months before the books 
and equipment can be moved to 
the new building and the present 
quarters vacated.

Clubs is Heard : 
Texas Held Up as Example 
of Exploitation 


Lou E. Holland, president of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World, yesterday issued a warning 
to Southern California against 
fraudulent oil-stock salesmen, who, 
he declared, might, if not prevent- 
ed, blight this State as they have 
Texas. 

“You are in the center of the 
greatest producing district: in the 
world,” he told members of the 
Advertising Club at their luncheon 
at the Alexandria, “and I wish to 
make this warning: If you don’t 
prevent it the ‘high-pressure’ oil 
salesman will break in here and 
give this district a black eye it 
won't recover from perhaps In a 
generation.” 

Mr. Holland told how Texas al- 
ready is suffering such a reputa- 
tion, due to fraudulent operations of 
unethical stock salesmen. He told 
of the fight the advertising clubs 
are making against this fraud as a 
part of the “Truth in Advertising” 
movement, and he related some il- 
lustrations of how widows and 
cripples had lost their life savings. 
He said it had been found that one 
firm in the East had a “sucker 
list” of 2.670.000 persons. 

Mr. Holland said he had found 
the truth-in-advertising effort 
prebably stronger here than in 
other parts of the country. He 
sketched the operations of the in- 
ternational organization, the work 
in which text-books are being sup- 
plied small-town and rural adver- 
tisers and how the farmers are be- 
ing warned against fraudulent 
stock games. 

“We are interested in the co-op- 
erative marketing movement and 
I know you know more about that 
out here.” he said. Mr. Holland 
quoted figures to show that.the 
growth of business had been par- 
allel with the growth of agricul- 
tural acreage. and thus how the 
interests of the farmer and of the 
business man were identical. 

“We must maintain the confi- 
dence of the farmer,” he sala. 

He told how the Associated Ad- 
vertising Clubs and International 
Rotary recently formed a co-oper- 
ative agreement to carry the fight 
for business ethics into all parts 
of the country. 

Mr. Holland is here on his way 
from. the Pacific Coast Advertising 
Clubs’ convention at Spokane. He 
was re-elected president at the 
recent national meeting at Atlantic 
City. 

Another speaker was Will HF. 
Fischer, manager of the depart- 
ment of greater service of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany. Mr. Fischer spoke on pup- 
lic relations.

Discharge Riana to Wane 
After Today

discharge of 90,000 cubic second 
feet predicted in the Colorado 
River tomorrow, the annual flood

In the opinion of the 
district engineer danger to any of 
the levees for this season is practi- 
cally past. The Pescadero cut car- 
ried the. big flood of the 9th Inst. 
Without difficulty, according to 
Carberry, who aaserted that he 
was not afraid of any further trou- 
ble with the river this summer.

Fruit Season to be in Full 
Swing Next Month 


FRESNO, June 26.—Five new 
packing-houses will be in opera- 
tion in Reedley, Fresno county, 


when the fruit-shipping season is 


well under way. 

The group includes structures 
for the National Fruit Exchange, 
lL. R. Hamilton, Seaman Fruit 
Company, North Diauba Packing 
Company and the Barker Company 
of Los Angeles. 

Construction has been started on 
all but the plant of the North 
Dinuba Company, and lumber is 
wg on the ground for that build- 
ng. 

The National Fruit Exchange 
plant will be ready for the pack- 
ing of peaches about July 15. It 
will cost about $3500. 

Fifty packers will find employ- 
ment at the Seaman packing- 
house, which is to cost about 
$4000. Grapes and green fruit will 
be handled there. 

The North Dinuba company’s 
house, to be in operation about the 
middie of next month. will cost 
about $4000. The Barker and the 
Hamilton plants’ will represent 
construction costs of $2500 anda 
$3000, respectively.
